At ll o’clock cars fur­ 
nished by the City Light and Traction 
company conveyed the waiting throng 
to the park. 
Every township in the county was 
represented at the dinner. 
By far 
the greater part of these arrived in 
town this morning, although a num­ 
ber came in yesterday 
from 
their 
homes in the country districts. 
Following the dinner, 
which 
was 
furnished by the Missionary society 
of 
the 
East 
Broadway Christian 
church. Toastmaster Monsees, in 
a 
short address, thanked those who had 
contributed to the success of the oc­ 
casion. 
and 
then 
introduced Vice 
President Douglas, of the Simmons 
Hardware Co., of St. Louis, as the 
first speaker. 
He dwelt particularly 
upon the advantages of adopting mod­ 
ern methods in agriculture. 
J. Kelley Wright, of the Columbia 
Farmers’ Institute, and lecturer for 
the Missouri state board of agricul­ 
ture. told how during the past year 
he found that the name 
of 
Pettis 
county was in the mouths of agri­ 
culturists throughout the state and 
in those of many outside its boundar­ 
ies. 
This movement, he said, has had 
the effect of organizing the farmers 
of Missouri and has been the result 
of bringing almost national renown 


lo this county. 
Mrs. Harry Sneed, president of the 
Home-Makers’ Conference, explained 
the objects of their organization. 
It 
is the improvement of the homes of 
the county—the instilling 
of 
high 
ideals in the hearts and minds of the 
women, ideals that 
will 
eventually 
work for the vast improvement of 
conditions throughout 
the 
tanning 
districts of the state. 
S. M. Jordan, manager of the Pet­ 
tis county bureau of agriculture, read 
a communication from Dean F. 
B. 
Mum ford, of the Missouti agt icult lira 
college, 
to illustrate how tho organi­ 
zation was held in other counties of 
the state 
It was praised by Dean 
Mum ford in glowing terms. 
The speaker explained the condi­ 
tions existing in 
agricultural 
pur­ 
suits. and from that argued the im­ 
portance of farmers’ advisory organi­ 
zations 
He showed how nothing was 
to he gained by clinging to old ideas 
and how the only hope of successfully 
pursuing agriculture was to inaugu­ 
rate new ideas that have been proved 
successful through experimentation. 
He held that the 
business 
man 
owed it to himself to become iden­ 
tified with the Pettis county bureau 
of agriculture as much as the farmer 
owed it 
to himself. 
He contended 
that it was upon the success of the 
farmer on which depended the suc­ 
cess of the business man here, and 
that the growth of Sedalia depended 
upon the growth of the farming dis­ 
tricts around it.

sure the result of the light manner in 
which the people 
generally 
viewed 
the evils found to exist. 


The conducting of gambling houses, 
the selling of liquor and the keeping 
of immoral resorts, he remarked, has 
been popularized, and added that this 
very fact was responsible for the lax­ 
ity of the police in suppressing them. 
Ile pointed out the menace of such 
places to the youth of the community, 
and held that their 
keepers 
were 
more dangerous than a murderer, a 
burglar or a robber, inasmuch as the 
former reached 
a 
hundred 
people 
where the latter reached one. 
“There are two ways of mocking 
I 
at sin.” Dr. Davidson continued. “One 
is to handle it in such a manner as 
to bring it into ridicule, and the other 
is to treat it so lightly as to impress 
the sinner with the idea that it is a 
small matter. 
It is in the latter way ( 
that we here have made a mock of J 
gambling, liquor selling and the ex­ 
istence of immoral resorts. 
“These evils have been belittled in 
two ways— by word and 
by 
deed. 
Some men jest over a drunken man 
asleep in the gutter, 
others 
about 
gambling and impurity, but it is only 
the depraved sinner who bv words 
jests of these evils. 
More often they 
are belittled through deeds—through 
the fact that we treat them lightly. 
This is the most common 
way 
of 
mocking sin. 


“Sin is mocked in that manner by 
our best citizens, bere and every­ 
where. 
They treat the most deadly 
sins so lightly that the police officers 
I have reached the conclusion that it 
is not worth while to enforce the 
laws against those who commit these 
sins. 
“There are social sins that all men 
mock at. 
Mankind belittles them and 
holds them of trifling moment.

ington by secret service men and will 
he inspected by the president and the 
Mexican ambassador.

Washington, March IT.—Is it just 
that the men who own OO per cent J 
of the wealth of the United States j 
should shoulder but IO per cent of 
the burden of taxation? 
The democratic position is that it 
is not just. 
What the democrats pro­ 
pose 
to 
do. beginning immediately 
with the convening of the extra ses­ 
sion of congress, is to take some of 
the tax off of such articles as wool- 
| ens. cottons, sugar, meat and lum­ 
ber, and then place a tax on the in­ 
comes of the wealthy. 
This is class legislation, the stand­ 
patters and protectionists say. They 
were never heard to complain, how­ 
ever. of the existing class legislation, 
which taxes the hats, coats and shirts 
of the masses almost 71 per cent, 
while not requiring men lik 3 Rock­ 
efeller and Morgan to pay a single 
penny of taxation 
to 
the 
national 
government on their swollen fortunes. 
The masses of tile people produce 
the wealth, and by legislative advant­ 
age a few get possession of it, and 
now these few object to the transfer 
to wealth of even the amount of tax­ 
ation derived from the tariff on wool­ 
ens, cottons, sugar, meat and lumber. 
which are hut a few of several thou- i 
sand items on which the masses are 
paying a tax. 
What Income Tax Means. 
Few persons realize the far reach­ 
ing importance of the fact that the 
United States will soon have an in­ 
come tax on its statutes. 
First of all, it means that million­ 
aires will, for the first time since this 
nation has stood, hear a fair propor­ 
tion of the burden of taxation. 
It is estimated that one hundred 
million dollars will he raised annually 
by taxing incomes. 
This means that 
amount of taxation is to be taken off 
of the things that tile people must 
have iii order to live. 
Under the fiscal system at present 
in use in this country, with the ex­ 
ception that a comparative small sum 
is raised through the new corporation 
tax, nearly every penny of th 2 money 
necessary to run 
the 
government, 
maintain the army and navy, con­ 
struct public buildings, etc., is raised 
by taxing the things the people eat. 
wear and use. 
The only thing that 
protection does not tax is wealth. 
A 
man with a fortune of ten million 
dollars is not required to pay a single 
penny of tax to the national govern­ 
ment. 
This seems almost unbeliev­ 
able, hut it is true. 
The man working 
on the section for one dollar and 
fifty cents per day, with a family of 
five children, is at the present, time 
actually contributing more to run the 
national government than the mil­ 
lionaire bachelor, too proud to marry 
and raise a family. 
The United States of America is 
practically the only one of the great 
nations where such a condition ex­ 
ists. 
Nearly every first class nation 
on earth levies either an income tax 
or an inheritance tax. 
Uncle Sam has 
neither. 
Why have we never been able to 
place an income tax on the statute 
hooks is the question that naturally 
arises. 
Here is the answer: 
High 
protectionists 
have 
prevented 
the 
passage of an income tax law, be­ 
cause they know' that the more money 
the government collects from taxing 
incomes, the less excuse there will 
he for a tariff tax. 
To take protec­ 
tion away from the tariff trusts is to 
interfere with their monopolies. And 
how could the tariff trusts regulate 
prices and gouge consumers without 
monopolies? 
If a fiscal system which requires a 
millionaire to pay no more tax to the 
federal government than the section 
hand or mill worker is fair and just, 
there is no need of reform. 
But if 
such a system is unjust, the program 
that 
the

1906 it issued $50,000,000 worth of 
road bonds. 
This it spent at the rate i 
wf about $5,000,000 a year. With what I 
has been spent and with contracts 
made the whole sum has been dis 
posed of, and so the new $5,000,000 
comes in to continue the work. These 
huge hums have enabled New York 
to more than double her mileage of 
improved roads and to project large 
plans for trunk lines. 
Incidentally, it 
means an increase In the direct tax 
of about $2,500,000 yearly.
